evening by Federal Health Officer Mo 
Queatin in this city. It was sent by 
Quarantine Health Officer Kinyoun in 
San Francisco. 


The local officer was ordered to 


search all east-bound trains for pas- 
sengers from San Francisco at the 
State line. These were to be required 
to show oertifloates 
signed by the 


United States marine officer. In the 
event of their failure to produce tbis 
document they were to be turned back- 
ward in their flight.
